Seed Grains 

Editor, Bulletin.—Dust, heat, 
drought, wind, politicians, grass- 
hoppers—and the greatest of 
these is drought. At the moment 
of writing vast areas of Saskat- 
chewan and even greater areas in 
Alberta are experiencing what 
we farmers in the semi-area re- 
gion have become more or less 
accustomed to. That is the heart 
wrenching torture of seeing the 
prospect of a crop vanishing 
with each passing hour of wind 
and heat. : 

Never in my 40 years of farm- 
ing on these rolling plains have I 
seen such an extreme drought. 
Since the 11th of May, 1943, there 
has been little more than an inch 
of measureable rainfall on our 
farm west of Hanna, That is a 
little over half an inch in the 
summer of '48 and a little more 
than a half an inch several weeks 
ago. Now we must get rain be- 
fore very long to get even feed 
for the stock. Pastures are noth- 
ing but a scanty remnant of 
shrivelled grass. 

To read the optimistic crop re- 
ports as presented by elevator 
and grain companies, crop fore- 
casters, etc., one would not think 
that the situation was at all seri- 
ous. I have seen and experienc- 
ed a good miany crop failures and 
1 know that taken in time there 
are many things that govern- 
ments can do to mitigate the dis- 
astrous effect of crop failure on 
the farmer. I have no official re- 
sponsibility whatever with any of 
our farm organizations but here 
is what I think they should get 
busy and do right away to pre- 
pare for the worst. They should 
immediately urge the Dominion 
government and the Wheat 
Board to survey and tabulate ex- 
isting stores of wheat in country 
elevators to ascertain how much 
wheat of a type reasonably euit- 
able for seed still is casried in 
the elevators in the areas where 
crop failure seems imminent and 
sufficient of this wheat should be 
retained in those houses for the 
seed requirements of the locality, 
The same policy should be car- 
ried out for coarse grains, b 
for seed and feed. Too

what quantities of hay and alfal- 
fa will be available. The provin-

livestock, such floor prices to 
have a reasonable relationship to 
present prices.

Milan, Italy—We are going to 
have a real break in our journey 
here. For several days we in- 
tend to stay put. So, before the 
vividness of the memories of 
Switrerland fade, I must record 
them, 

It is like coming into another 
world when you pass from Ger- 
many into Switzerland. 

For in Germany, when you 
cross the whole country, you see 
just what the war disease does to 
a great people. 

In Switzerland, you see what 
peace does for a country. 

You see why it is that this 
people, right in the heart of Eur- 
ope, have made themseives the 
Most prosperous of all that con- 
tinent, 


Abundance 
Everywhere 


There is a super-abundance of 
some things, and a sufficiency of 
all things, in Switzerland, Prices 
of manufactured articles struck 
us.as high, 

Radios, which we could buy 
for around $60 in Canada, were 
priced at around $100 in Bern. 

You can buy all the nylon 
steckings you want—though the 
wife tells me they were higher- 
priced than at home. 

But the necessities and ordin- 
ary comforts of life are definitely 
cheaper than in Canada 

Every city and town has its 
open air market system. That 
seems to me the secret of the 
Prosperity of the Swiss nation. 

They have kept life close to 
the soil. You pass through dozens 
of villages which look as if they 
had come straight out of your 
childhood story books—almost 
like fairyland in their beauty. 
But you will find the livestock 
stables built right on to the 
houses, 

You will see neat manure piles 
standing beside the main high- 
ways—maybe only 50 yards from 
as fine a wayside inn as ever 
you stayed in in all your life in 
any country on earth. 

We spent quite a while in the 
capital elty, Bern. I intended to 
go in and talk with some of the 
politicians. I thought maybe I 
could get some tips.on Switzer- 
land's secret of success; how she 
gets German, French and Itallan- 
speaking sections to live togeth- 
er.as good neighbors.

But I never did get inside the 
parliament or the ancient Cath- 
olic cathedral. 

We were so fascinated by 
Bern's open-air markets that we 
just could not tear ourselves 


away. 

Right outside the Parliament 
and the cathedral are literally 
hundreds of sidewalk farmer- 
merchants, 

They bring their produce direct 
from their little farms and they 
sell it to the townsfolk. Not only 
were they selling all sorts of 
vegetables, fruits and flowers. 

There were butcher stalls do- 
ing a rushing business—at prices 
definitely less than we pay— 
maybe because there was no mid- 
dle man between producer and 
consumer, 

But these open-air markets are 
not confined to farm produce, 

We saw excellent used furnt- 
ture for sale. I could have spent 
a whole day in a single open-air 
book stall.

Later we found that these 
open-air markets are universal 
through Switzerland and in Italy, 
as far as we have come. 

But the Swiss ones were far 
the best I have ever seen. 

Around swank Montreaux and 
{ts Vevey, we saw dozens of old 
women going happily homeward 
toward their little farms, 

They were carrying on their 
own strong backs the big wicker 
baskets in which they had car- 
ried to market what they had for 
sale that morning. 

Switzerland is no more beautl- 
ful than Canada. Even fabulous- 
ly beautiful Lake Leman {fs no 
more (if as) beautiful than sev- 
eral I can name in our Canadian 
Rockies, 

The difference is that the 
Swiss have improved the natur- 
al beauty of their land by what 
they have built, 

As often as not our towns and 
even individual buildings deface 
our lovely land. 

We could learn plenty from 
Switzerland. But the main thing 
seems to me symbolized by the 
very fact that the vast open-air 
market is on the very doorstep of 
the Swiss parliament. 

Can anybody imagine any Ca- 
nadian parliament, or even any 
hick provincial legislature, eon- 
senting to an open-air market om 
its front-lawn?

TODAY'S MESSAGE 
AMEN 


The Hebrew expression Amen is perhaps the most 
widely known word in human speech. It is used in 
prayer and worship not only by Christians and Jews, 
but, in a minor degree, by Mohammedans. 

Amen is a word rich in significance. As an affirma- 
tion, it signifies “so be it.’ As an expression of assent, 
it means “so it is,’ or “so it will be.’”’ It has been used 
in the secular sense of “yes,” but with more than ordin- 
ary emphasis. 

In harmony with the meaning “so it will be,” was 
Christ's usage of Amen to underscore the gravity and 
importance of what He was about to say. In this case, 
Amen is translated as “verily.” Many of St. Paul’s 
mightiest assertions are strengthened with an Amen. 

The most common use of Amen by Protestants 
and Catholics alike is at the end of the Lord’s Prayer. 
It also appears in many hymns as a final graceful and 
impressive punctuation. 

Amen is also appended to the recitation of the Act 
of Contrition by Catholics. It then serves as an added 
prayer that God may bless and strengthen the penitent 
sinner’s determination to avoid sin and its occasions 
in the future. 

Because of its familiarity, the word Amen may have 
come to lose some of its edge. But a little reflection 
epeate, serve to recapture some-of its ‘significance and 

auty, 

Whether we pray at church or at home, aloud or 
silently, the syllables of the Amen should be formed 
with deep reverence and full recollection. Amen is 
man’s most frequent voca! obeisance to God. It merits

In repeating the Amen, we should think of God as 
the ultimate Amen, the Infinite Lover filled with ten- 
derness and compassion, Whose arms will be an eternal 
refuge to all who have given Him true and abiding 
homage—to all who have learned to say ‘so be it” to 
whatsoever He has willed,

Edmonton’s first street cars—both of them— 
rumbled along over the 12 miles of track which com- 
prise the entire system. It was 1909; there was no 
high level bridge, and the wholesale warehouse district 
west of 104th street was little more than a group of 
vacant lots. 


Several Edmonton men engaged in plumbing and 
heating contracting—among them Charles R. Frost of 
Edmonton and G. F. McKnight of Wetaskiwin, (re- 
tired), John A. Lockerbie, George Purdy and Andrew 
Lee (deceased), conceived the ides of forming a local 
wholesale plumbing and supply business instead of 
purchasing their needs from Winnipeg and Wastern 
Canada. 


Property was leased on 108 Street and 103 Avenue, 
at a cost of $40 a month for the one-storey frame 
building and the land on which it stood, and Western 
Supplies Limited was formed. 


We had three employes then. A year later another 
was added to the staff—Thornton A. Graham, who 
joined the firm as bookkeeper and who is now presi- 
dent. 


One of our first big jobs was the installation of 
all plumbing and heating equipment at the legislative 
building. Another was equipping of many of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta buildings. 


By 1914 we had purchased the site of the building, 
and erected a two-storey office and warehouse, An 
additional storey was added in 1928, and in 1934, we 
were called upon for another big job, the installation 
of the entire gas system at the town of Lloydminster. 


Meanwhile, we were growing up. Subsidiary busi- 
nesses to handle similar lines were opened at Winnipeg 
in 1936 under the name of Western Supplies (Mani- 
toba) Ltd., and at Saskatoon in 1940 under the name 
of Western Supplies (Sask.) Lid. The firm of Bell and 
Morris in Calgary was purcisased in 1943, and a new 
warehouse was built in Calgary in 1948.
